President-elect 
Wilson had 387 certain votes in the 
electoral college. Colonel Roosevelt 
KO and President Taft 12. 
All of 
the doubtful states except South Da­ 
kota gave more or less certain indi­ 
cations during the night of landing 
in the list of Wilson electoral votes* 
while South D akota’s returns showed 
a general trend toward a Roosevelt 
plurality. 
A bi-phrase of the election that be­ 
cam e known today was the result of 
woman suffrage in four of the five 
states w here constitutional am end­ 
m ents were subm itted to the people. 
Tile victory o f the women was com ­ 
plete in Kansas, Arizona and Michi­ 
gan late returns from Oregon indi­ 
cated they bad succeeded, while from 
W isconsin cam e returns showing the 
decisive defeat of the (“qual suffrage 
proposal.

Detroit, Nov. ti - “ F a th e r ” John 
Russell, founder of the Prohibition 
party 
and 
the 
oldest 
M ethodist 
preacher in the Detroit conference, 
is dead at the home of his daughter 
in this city. 
H e was born in Living­ 
ston county, N. Y., in 1822. 
All bis life “ Father” R ussell co 
operated with most of the leading 
t e m p e r a t e organizations, 
such 
as 
the Bons of Temperance an d Good 
Templars. 
He was twice at tho head 
of the Order of Good T em p lars of 
the W orld and presided ut th e first 
session of the order ever held in 
England. 
Mr. Russell wrote the first articles 
and made the first public sp eech es in 
favor of the organization o f un inde­ 
pendent political party on th e issue 
of prohibition. 
He w rote th e call 
for the national convention at which 
the party was organized in Chicago 
and was the party’s first candidate 
for the vice presidency in 1872.
